CEDAR RAPIDS, Ia—A _ Re- 
form rabbi has been conducting 
Reform services one Friday night 
and Conservative services the fol- 
jowing Friday here in one of the 
most unusual efforts in American 
Jewish history to solve problems 
ereated by the three sects in U. S.

HOW IT STARTED 

The program resulted from the 
decision of the boards of Reform 
Temple Judah and Conservative 
Beth Jacob Congregation to com- 
bine intoa Jewish Community 
Council.

THREE MONTHS NOW 

The actual holding of the alter- 
nate Friday evening services has 
been in effect for only three 
months and Rabbi Raab indicated 
he thought that in time, it would 
be possible to combine the two 
services into a single service ac- 
ceptable to both congregations. 

The youthful rabbi, who is 
leaving for a visit to Israel, was 
cautious about predicting how 
soon that might happen. 

Rabbi Raab said he wears a 
rabbinical cap (a large yarmulke) 
at both services and won agree.

NEW YORK—New efforts to reach a unified position within 
the American Conservative rabbinate on the issue of riding on the 
Sabbath are now being pushed, it was learned this week. 

It was also learned that dropping of observance of the second 
day of Jewish Holy Days will be the next change to be studied by 
the Law Committee of the Rabbinical Assembly of America. 

The change will be in line with the new approach to inter- 
pretation of Halachah (Jewish Law) developed by the Law Com- 
mission. 

That interpretation was the basis of a majority and minority 
responsum, reported to the Golden Jubilee convention of the Rab 
binical Assembly last week, on the issue of riding on the Sabbath. 

POSITIONS WERE MODIFIED 

Those stands were modified at the closing session of the con- 
vention, it was reliably reported. The Rabbinical Assembly agreed 
to integrate both responsa, while at the same time making aliow- 
ance for the diverse viewpoints of its members. 

The split in outlook led to the majority report which sanc- 
tioned riding on the Sabbath to worship, and the minority report, 
which opposed it. 

As tentatively formulated, the Rabbinical Assembly’s attitude 
toward Sabbath Law will be crystallized in six sections of one paper; 
three each being drawn for majority and minority responsa. 

The POST learned that all 23 members of the Law commission 
will sign the first section which deals with the importance of the 
traditional Sabbath in Jewish life. The “majority” of the commis- 


Reform Rabbi Head Attends 


Conservative Rabbinical Meet

NEW YORK —A significant innovation in American Ju- 
daism took place here when Rabbi Philip Bernstein, newly 
elected president of the U. S. Reform rabbinate, participated 
by invitation in the annual convention of the Conservative 
Rabbinical Assembly of America. 


A similar invitation was turned down by Rabbi Israel 
Tabak of Baltimore, immediate past president of the Rabbin- 
ical Council, representing the younger American-trained Or- 
thodox rabbinate. 

Rabbi Bernstein noted that his presence at the Conserva- 
tive convention was his first official act as president of the 
Central Conference of American Rabbis and said the occasion 
was a Symbol and a “happy augury of a relationship that will 
prevail in years to come.” 

He said the two wings of U. S. Judaism were “on the 
threshold of a new era in American Jewish life” and said the 
two rabbinical groups must cooperate for the preservation of 
religious values of Judaism in America.

USE OF ELECTRICITY OK 

The third section treating use of electricity on the Sabbath 
also will receive unanimous endorsement, as it had in both the 
original majority and minority stands. 

The two positions on riding to public worship for those “living 
beyond a reasonable distance from the synagogue” will form the 
fourth and fifth sections of the unified Conservative position. 

The POST was informed that the majority position will get 
a majority of the signatures of the Jewish Law experts, with the 
fifth section receiving the minority vote. The fourth section includes 
the original contention that attendance at public worship is re- 
garded as “an indispensable expression of loyalty to our faith and 
(therefore) . . . the use of a motor vehicle for those beyond a 
reasonable walking distance to the synagogue shall in no wise be 
construed as a violation of the Sabbath.” 

The sixth and final section of the report will be devoted to the 
problem of revitalizing observance- of the traditional Sabbath on 
the part of Conservative Jews throughout the country. 

The new formulation will be distributed to the entire member- 
ship of the Rabbinical Assembly within the next three weeks. By 
this coming fall, a careful digest of the report will be made avail- 
able to the general public. 

The POST learned reliably that during the closed executive 
session last Thursday which was devoted to a discussion of the 
Law report, some Assembly members opposed release of the re 
sponsa to the public. 

They argued that people would look for and remember just 
the “punch line” which says riding on the Sabbath is not a violation, 
and forget the other clauses. which call for a rededication to tra- 
ditional observances. 

Those favoring publication argued that it constituted the be- 
ginning of a true Conservative approach whose success would be 
determined by the sincerity of the Conservative rabbis in advancing 
a general revitalization of observances.

NEW YORK—tThe antj-Zionist American Council for Judaism 


has been given a polite brushoff

The Council opened the fight with a veiled threat to carry to 


the general press its opposition 
to any such revival. The stand 
was disclosed this spring when 
the Council decided that the re- 
vival proposal contained a threat 
to U.S. Jewry and that the anti- 
Zionist group would make op- 
position to it part of its program. 
. The demand for support was 
made in. the form of letters to 
the Reform Union. of American 
Hebrew Congregations and Cen- 
tral Conferences of American 
Rabbis; to the Conservative Uni- 
ted Synagogue of America and 
the Rabbinical Assembly; to the 
Union of Orthodox Jewish Con- 
gregations and the Union of 
Orthodox Agudas Israel and to 
the Synagogue Council of Am- 
erica, representing the three 
wings of American Judaism. 
(NJP), March 24), 
WHO LISTENED? 

Most of the groups addressed 
by the Council completely ignoréd 
the Council demand. The Syna- 
gogue Council replied, a spokes- 
man for the Council said, but 
the reply was simply an acknow- 
ledgement that the Jetter had 
been received.

Dr. P. Colbi of the Ministry of 
Religions had sent letters to the 
five clergymen asking them to 
join: in the inauguration of a 
monthly series of broadcasts to 
be conducted by Protestant lead- 
ers. According to the plans, other 
religious groups in Israel were 
to be allowed radio time on other 
Sundays each month. 

A COMPLETE SERIES 

A Greek Catholic service began 
the series and a Roman Catholic 
service from Haifa was scheduled 
to be the third broadcast.

Compromise Seen 
In Christian Fight 

JERUSALEM — “Christian 
prayers and religious readings 
in Hebrew would be allowed in 
Kol Yisrael Church services; 
Hebrew lectures or sermons by 
Christian clergymen are clearly 
not within the bounds of rea- 
sons.” 

That was the reply given to 
Protestant clergymen when 
they turned to A. Amir, editor 
of the friendly magazine 
ALEPH, with the story of their 
run-in with the radio station. 
The clergymen refused to par- 
ticipate in a Protestant service 
onthe Israel radio because they 
were ordered to delete all He- 
brew sections. 

A spokesman for the clergy- 
men told The POST that Amir’s 
completely unofficial suggestion 
would probably prove accept- 
able to the clergymen.

The clergymen refused to take 
part in the broadcast under those 
conditions and the station played 
religious music during that per- 
iod. ; 

In its Monday morning edition, 
the daily paper HABOKER wrote 
that the clergymen had been told 
by a Kol Yisroel official that the 
Hebrew portion had been deleted 
because some Israeli would re- 
gard it as missionary propa- 
ganda. 

Lindsey and Hull denied the 
report, insisting that no explana- 
tion had been given them. 

LATER, NOT NOW 

The Ministry of Religions told 
The POST that an official ex- 
planation would be made “at 
some future date.” Kol Yisroel of- 


ficials refused to comment and no 
response has as yet come from 
Premier David Ben-Gurion to 
whom the clergymen addressed a 
joint letter of protest. 

The Jerusalem POST wrote 
“since the establishment of the 
State, the Israel authorities have 
adhered closely to the practice 
followed by the Mandatory Gov- 
ernment in these matters. nder 
the Mandatory, missionary serv- 
ices were not broadcast by the 
Hebrew section of the Palestine 
Broadcasting System.” 

“That’s/the lamest excuse pos- 
sible,” exploded Hull. “Did they 
fight the Mandatory Power be- 
cause they considered its actions 
exemplary?” 

Authorities indicated that for- 
mal regret would be expressed at 
“the ineonvenience caused by the 
short notice given.” 

RELIGIOUS ISSUE 

The clergymen made it clear 
that they were not merely pro- 
testing the hasty notice. They 
pointed out in their letter to Ben- 
Gurion that the restirction on 
Hebrew raised an issue of re- 
ligious freedom and that the ban 
ran counter to a pledge of “full 
security for religious institutions 
in the exercise of their functions,” 
made last year by President 
Chaim Weizmann. 

Rev. Lindsey, who was sche- 
duled to conduct the next Protest- 
ant radio service, said he had 
planned to conduct it almost en- 
tirely in Hebrew because of his 
congregants. 

He said the native-born Bap- 
tists speak Hebrew regularly and 
those from Eastern Europe know 
little or no English. The Okla- 
homa-born minister said he re- 
gularly conducts his services in 
Hebrew though some of his Bible 
classes are in English. 

PROTEST TO US. 

He said he sent reports of the 
incident to Oklahoma papers, to 
the Church board of America, 
and to Daniel A. Poling, editor 
of the “Christian Herald.” 

“It looks as though the only 
answer may be our own radio 
station,” said Rev. Linsey, who 
said that the Protestant ministers 
previously had filed application 
for such a station.

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Conservative Change and Sabbath Observance 


HE decision of the Conservative rabbinate 

approving riding to services on the Sab- 
bath marks a milestone in the history of the 
Conservative movement. 

Although the rights of those who oppose 
such ritual revisions are protected, yet no one 
familiar with the American Jewish commu- 
nity would interpret the situation other than 
that riding to services has now become official 
for Conservative Jews. 

The rabbi of any given Conservative syna- 
gogue may be opposed to riding to services 
on the Sabbath. His members may not begin 
riding immediately or within a few years, but 
they will when their rabbi is finally succeeded 
by another and younger Conservative rabbi. 

In effect, then, the method of a majority and 
a minority report on ritual changes will only 
delay complete acceptance of change by a few 
years. 

Now that the first step has been taken, the 


opportunity should not be lost for the immedi- 
ate introduction of a program of Sabbath ob- 
servance by Conservative Jews. A committee 
should be named by the Rabbinical Assembly 
to prepare such a model honoring of the Sab- 
bath program. 

Some rabbis have already started educating 
their memberships away from shopping on the 
Sabbath. Now what is needed is the populariza- 
tion of a Sabbath schedule which will begin to 
impel American Jews to drop their busy 
schedule of work and entertainment for this 
one 24-hour period and to spend the time in 
contemplation and study and worship. 

Don’t laugh! It can be done. 

But most certainly it won’t be done without 
a concerted effort and without all the vast 
propaganda machine of the American Jewish 
community behind it, Equally essential is the 
sincere conviction of the leadership that such 
a change in the Jewish mode of living in the 
U. S. can be achieved.

As it is, the 
paper’s original anti-Semitic story is the only 
thing the newspaper’s million readers know 
about, and the paper’s position rests—as far as 
the public is concerned—exactly there.

Does B'nai B'rith 


OHN McCloy's sharp words to the German 
businessmen and the reminder from his 
assistant, Benjamin Buttenwieser, to another 
German audience that the Germans started 
World War II and invented the cruelties which 
make even a historian flinch, have been ap- 
plauded by the daily press in the U. S. 

This is the same press which criticized as a 
denial of freedom of speech the refusal of the 
B'nai B'rith to give Mr. Buttenwieser a plat- 
form after he pulled a fast one on the organ- 
ization. 

Could it possibly be that the stern refusal of 
“B'nai B'rith has been responsible for a change 
in official attitude toward Germany? Could it 
be ttat the action of the B’nai B’rith made Mr. 
Buttenwieser and his boss realize that perhaps 
mollycoddting the Germans (and the large num- 
ber of nazis now back in ruling positions) was 
the wrong way to build democracy in Ger- 


that the Chicago paper will now reform itself 
as far as the Jewish group is concerned. 
“Frank and full discussion took place which, 
we believe, resulted in a better understanding 
by both sides.” 

If experience can be trusted, this kind of 
assurance is hardly worth the paper it is writ- 
ten on. In New York, the DAILY NEWS was 
offered the same anti-Semitic article but re. 
jected it. 

The DAILY NEWS is the newspaper which 
printed the vicious anti-Semitic column by John 
O’Donnel, its Washington correspondent several 
years ago, and found itself with a boycott on 
its hands as a result. 

In the estimation of The POST, the Jewish 
civic defense agencies suffered a severe defeat 
in the negotiations. Only time will tell whether 
Col. McCormick has changed as a result of the 
Jewish protest. The POST doubts it. 

If the Jewish agencies had net acted, Chicago 
Jewry would have. All that the agencies have 
accomplished in concrete terms is te have 
given the TRIBUNE an easy out in a tough 
situation.

I den’t know for how many 
years Col. Henshel has been on 
the American Olympic committee. 
But he’s been a leading sports 
figure in AAU circles and you'll 
notice I didn’t say leading Jew- 
ish sports figure. I would say 
“the leading Jewish sports fig- 
ure,” if it weren’t for Charles 
Ornstein, also on the American 
Olympics committee, whom Col. 
Henshel in his self-effacing way, 
is always talking about. 

For that job, Col. Henshel is 
not unfamiliar with Israel. He 
had gone over there with Lt. Col. 
Krulewitz, the highest ranking 
Jew in the U.S. Marines, at the 
behest of the Haganah, and had 
been there during the Arab in- 
vasion. The military rank comes 
to Henshel legitimately. He 
fought with American forces in 
World War II. 

Now he has sent about the 
task of raising $50,000 to send the 
American team to Israel. This is 
not easy, Since the money can- 
not come from welfare funds. 
The JWB financing comes from 
the most part from such funds 
and it was agreed by all con- 
cerned that the Macchabiah 
meney be raised privately. 

Already some of the best 
Jewish athletes in the U.S. have 
sent in entries. How many will 
go depends on how much money 
Col. Henshel can raise from his 
friends (He’s a vice-president of 
the Bulova Watch Co.) 

It will take about $1,000 per 
athlete, which means that 50 per- 
sons, both male and female will 
compose the American squad.

THE ZOA WAS always concerned with the means—with getting 
members and holding them, with building up the organization. But 
as for the reasons for its existence, it was satisfied with one major 


reason.

the neglect of the rest. 
But now the boom is over. 


It has been over for two years. You 


can do a nice good business with several articles, but you cannot 

do a booming business with just one article. : 
And you cannot keep on applying high pressure salesmanship. 

The problem the ZOA is faced with now is one of production. It 


must produce real Zijonist values: 


economic activity, investments, 


Zionist education, chalutziut, 
UJA, Israel projects, cultural re- 


lations with Israel, promotion of tourist trade, etc. etc.

I THINK ZOA President Ben- 
jamin Browdy is on the right 
track in trying to build up one 
by one departments which pro- 
duce Zionist values. I have al- 
ready commented in this column 
some time ago on the appoint- 
ment of Albert Schiff to direct 
the economic activities. I under- 
stand that the plan is to use the 
professional staff of the Pales- 
tine Economic Corp. to assist Mr. 
Schiff. Now there comes the ap- 
pointment of a highly qualified 
professional worker to promote 
cultural relations with Israel. I 
also happen to know of carefully 
worked out plans for taking over 
a project in Israel which would, 
in cooperation with a committee 
‘of leading citizens in Israel, pro- 
vide American chalutzim with a 
good training in a suitable loca- 
tion, and of another plan to take 
over a fine youth project in 
Israel where the ZOA could ,in- 
troduce American methods and 
American technicians. 


I found Mr. Browdy eager to 
encourage anyone who has a 
good idea to develop it and to 
show how it can be worked out 
to the benefit of the cause. It 
seems when the time is ripe, he 
makes the right decision, too. 


THIS BRINGS US to the so- 
called “cabinet” idea of Mr. Lip- 
sky. Once you come to the con- 
clusion that each activity is 
equally important, then each de- 
partment ought to have not only 
a good professional staff in 
charge, but a good committee 
and a good chairman. 


Merely as a tentative idea, I 
would suggest that Mr. Lipsky 
could be useful in a publication 
committee, Dr. Abba Hillel Silver 
in cultural relations with Israel, 
Dr. Israel Goldstein in Israel pro- 
jects. I am using the words “ten- 
tative idea” and “useful” because 
one may better leave the ques- 
tion open whether the gentlemen 
I mentioned ought to become 
chairmen or honorary chairmen, 
@ merely men occasionally to be 
consulted. There are so many 
factors involved in connection 
with the possible readiness or 
availability of these mén that one 






cannot at this point make any 
more definite suggestions. 


I don’t know to what extent 
some of the projects I am discus- 
sing in this column will be known 
to the reading public as news by 
the time these lines are in print. 
I don’t know how far I can go 
in publishing the facts. But the 
general trend is satisfactory: A 
gradual emergence of practical 
and workable projects’ which, 
from the very beginning, can 
raise the prestige of the ZOA and 
imbue the members with a sense 
of service and usefulness. 


TWO YEARS AGO, I was 
asked by Joseph Greenleaf to sub- 
mit’ some recommendations on 
what I thought the ZOA work 
ought to be. My first observa- 
tion was that the ZOA ought to 
have autonomous departments. 
About education I said that the 
department must be expanded 
and divided among men, each one 
of whom should be doing a spe- 
cialized job, programs for dis- 
tricts, pamphlets, contact with 
schools, etc. And I warned them 
against any attempt by the ZOA 
to try to create a network of He- 
brew schools. It could only go 
as far as one school which would 
not be as good as other schools. 


In time I found that many 
other people had been thinking 
along the same general lines. The 
details may and do differ. But 
the general idea is the same, be- 
cause the facts of the situation 
are forcing the same _ general 
ideas on many thinking persons.

THE QUESTION is not: Will 
Browdy be elected president? 
The question is: Will he make 
a good president? There is a 
very good chance thet he will. 
He is as good as ele.ted. He 
has a good chance ever: if Rabbi 
Silver had taken no position But 
once Stiver endorsed him, very 
few de!egates will oppose him 
Silver's potential influence with 
the masses of Americat: Jewry 
is ev-n ,reater than it used to 
be. He has not done muck to 
deve'op his power lateiy, but ac- 
tualiy he still has enovgh to put 





threugh any candidate he cares 
te back. ~ 

‘Unfortunately, there is no way 
ef legislating Silver into when 
and how to get going. Not even 
Trude Weiss-Rosmarin could do 
anything about it. 

Browdy is as good as elected. 
But that does not necessarily 
mean that the convention must 
be dull. Why not discuss a pro- 
gram? Must there always be 
issues revolving around person- 
alities? It is time, it is high 
time, for the ZOA to diseuss a 
program, not for one or two 
years—hut for say the next five 
years, a program that should 
not be terminated with the in- 
cumbent of the presidency but 
be carried on, aS a matter of 
course, when he is through and 
the next man takes over. A pro- 
gram that can become as integ- 
ral a part of the ZOA as hospi- 
tal work is an integral part of 
Hadassah. 

* 

FROM WHAT I know, Browdy 
is coming to the convention with 
just such a program. I happen 
to know he has been thinking 
along these lines and that a 
group of people have been work: 
ing with him on a practicable 
program in several areas: If he 
eontinues along these lines, he 
will make a good president. 

The next ZOA convention can 
save itself, can save the ZOA, 
if it devotes most of its time to 
discussing the program. There 
is, fortunately, plenty of good 
material on hand, for an inter- 
esting discussion. It is only nec- 
essary to organize the discussion 
intelligently. 

The other day, at the Regional 
Conference of Philadelphia’s 
Zionists, I heard Sidney Mosher 
tell the audience what the Pal- 
estine Economic Corp. stands for. 
The people were interested. 
Somebody—Albert Schiff or Bob 
Szold or Sidney Mosher or Bob 
Lagunoff, or all four of them— 
should present to the ZOA con- 
vention not only a picture of the 
PEC but a plan of action for the 
ZOA as to what and how to do 
about expanding the PEC. Step 
by step. What each district can 
do, what each region can do. The 
delegates are hungry for it. I 
suspect there is such a plan in 
somebody’s pocket.

I AM NOT sure about the PEC 
plan, but I do know of a plan 
in somebody’s’ pocket about 
training American manpower for 
and in Israel and introducing 
American ‘techniques in Israel. 
When it comes to technical mat- 
ters, I know less about them than 
the average delegate. And vet, 
I was intensely interested. I said 
to Abe as we traveled together 
from Philadelphia: “Aren’t you 
going to report your plan to the 
delegates at the convention? If 
you do, they will lap it up.” 

I think the delegates will be 
interested in listening to a plan 
for teaching Youth Aliyah kids 
American techniques in_ book- 
binding, plumbing, shoe-répair- 
ing, electrical work and how to 
set up an American-fashion mass- 
production factory for Yemenite 
pottery work to be exported to 
America for American dollars. 

These prosaic things are more 
important that the election of 
delegates to the World Zionist 
Congress. No matter what reso- 
lutions the Congress passes, the 
laws of Israel will be made by 
the Knesset. So long as _ the 
Israeli think that organized Zion- 
ism abroad is only living with 
its past glories, they will think 
they can do without it. But as 
soon as organized Zionism shows 
them what it can do for their 
country now, they will begin pay- 
ing attention to Zionist resolu- 
tions. Let the ZOA double the 
capital of the PEC in a few 
months and the Israeli will sit 
up and take notice. Let the ZOA 
establish a training farm in 
Israel for American chalttzim 


Freedom Of The Press 
HAS COUNCIL ACCEPTED INVITATION 


TO EXPLAIN ONE OF 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

In the May 26 issue of The 
POST, a letter was printed from 
Norman Buckner, a member of 
the board of the American Coun- 
cil for Judaism. In that letter, 
Mr. Buckner said that a POST 
editorial “seriously misrepresent- 
ed” the position of the Council. 

Mr. Buckner’s letter went on 
to argue that the Council was 
concerned with strengthening 
American Judaism and democ- 
racy in the United States. As far 
as the program of strengthening 
democracy is concerned, one is 
entitled to be a little dubious, 
particularly in view of the Coun- 
cil’s approach to minority issues 
in a democracy. But this, like 
so many issues raised by the 
Council, is a matter of debate. 
On the matter of strengthening 
Judaism, however, clear cut is- 
sues can be drawn and they were 
drawn in the editor’s note ap- 
pended to Mr. Buckner’s letter. 

In that editor's note, it was 
pointed out that whatever the 
concept of strengthening Juda- 
ism in America may include, cer- 
tain practical steps can hardly 
be omitted in any discussion that 
pretends to honesty as well as 
completeness. The practical steps 
listed in the editor’s note included 


problems of helping to return 
non-affiliated Jews — including 
Council members, who are by 


this time known to be religious 
in many ways, no doubt, but not 
in terms of support of the syna- 
gogue—to attendance; problems 


of support of the seminaries 
which train the rabbis to lead our 
congregations; problems of 
raising the levels of Jewish edu- 
cation and problems of strength- 
ening Jewish religious’ observ- 
ance and tradition in American 
Jewish homes. 

Thanks to the zeal of the Post 
in covering activities of the 
Council, I am aware that facing 
specific issues squarely is not a 
hallmark of Council behavior. 
The invitation to Mr. Buckner 
or any other Council member to 
indicate where the Council 


Stands on these specific elements 
of the program for strengthening 
and the Israeli will bgin rub- 
bing their eys. Show them a 
way to establish a new industry 
to employ immigrants and earn 
American. dollars and_ they’ll 
give you a chafter. 

Until then, they won’t. 


ITS STANDS? 


American Judaism appeared to 
me to be precisely the kind of 
invitations from which the Coun- 
cil must shrink, for fear of hav- 
ing its dubious _ philosophy 
Stripped to an even more thread- 
bare state.

RESUMING the shelf clearing, 
I come upon two slender vol- 
umes “Reflections of a Wonder- 
ing Jew” by Morris Raphael 
Cohen (Boston, Beacon Press, 168 
pages, $2.50) and “Our Religious 
Traditions” by Sterling P. Lamp- 
recht (Cambridge, Harvard Uni- 
versity Press, 99 pages, $2).

For Israel Approved

Institute Technion Fund was 
granted. formal approval last 
week by the Jewish Agency to 
raise funds in the United States 
during 1950.

Whether the ZOA convention, 
which opened this weekend in 
Chicago, would settle the strug- 
gle, was an open question here. 
Daniel Brisker, representative of 
the Jewish Agency to Hechalutz, 
has not been invited to appear on 
the ZOA convention program, The 
POST learned, nor have any 
members from the training farm. 

Sources here said the Youth 
Commission’s principal concern 
was with the American scene and 
that it was likely that the chal- 
utz program would suffer from 
lack of interest. The Youth Com- 
mission is sponsored jointly by 
the ZOA and Hadassah. 

Plugat Aliyah also is responsi- 
ble for sending professionals to 
Israel under a program which 
has operated efficiently to settle 
more than 85 ‘such pioneers in 
Israel in ,around a year. Under 
that. phase of the program, . the 
Jewish Agency advises Hechalutz 
of its needs for engineers, doctors 
and other professional workers.

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ZO&A Convention Seen 
As ‘Make-Or-Break’ 
By N.Y. Region Chief

CHICAGO—As delegates moved into Chicago this weekend for 
the start of the 53rd annual convention of the Zionist Organization 
of America, the president of one of the ZOA’s most powerful regions 
said the convention would make or break the ZOA, 


The prediction was made by 
the Manhattan region, in a state- 
ment surveying the American 
Zionist scene. 

Asserting that during the past 
year the ZOA has “suffered a 
loss in membership and worse 
yet, a loss of prestige,” Torcyzner 
charged that “everywhere efforts 
have been made to reduce it to 
impotency.” 

QUIET CONVENTION 

The statement came as dele- 
gates began registration for what 
may be one of the least vigorous 
conventions in years. Withdraw- 
al of Mortimer May, Nashville 
Zionist leader, from the race for 
the presidency, apparently fore- 
shadowed an unopposed election 
to the presidency for Benjamin 
Browdy of Brooklyn. 

Browdy was elected by the ZOA 
administrative council to fill out 
the unexpired term of the late 
Daniel Frisch, who died in office 
last March. 

After some preliminary maneu- 
vering, a large list of ZOA leaders 
endorsed Browdy for a full term 
~and Browdy announced accept- 
ance. 

SILVER BACK 

A leading figure in the maneu- 
verings has been Rabbi Abba Hil- 
lei Silver, giant of American 
Zionism, who has apparently re- 
turned to a central role in ZOA 
affairs. He will give one of the 
major addresses at the conven- 
tion. 

Opposition to Browdy crystal- 
lized in support by the West- 
chester regiofi for May, who re- 
ceived a unanimous endorsement. 
Last week it was learned that 
May had withdrawn, amidst re- 
ports that he had received assur- 
ances from Silver that Browdy 
would not be a candidate for re- 
election for a full second term, 
and that Silver would support 
May at the 1951 convention. 

Registration of delegates began 
Friday morning at the* Stevens 
Hotel, headquarters for the con- 
vention. In line with traditional 
ZOA policy there will be no busi- 
ness sessions on the Sabbath. An 
“Oneg Shabbat” will be held Sat- 
urday afternoon under auspices 
of the Histadrut Ivrit of America.

STILL NO PROGRAM

when American tourists see build- 
ings set up by the ZOA, colonies 
created by the ZOA and settlers 
in these colonies coming from the 
United States, will they realize 
that the ZOA exists and must 
exist.”

To Print Apology; 
Jewish Groups Bow

CHICAGO--The Chicago TRIBUNE refused to print in its ows: 
columns a letter of apology sent to Chicago Jewish civic def 
agencies on the daily’s article about an.alleged secret Jewish ' 
ernment, and the agencies accepted the newspaper’s Stand last weak. 

The front page dispatch which appeared May 29, linked Seat 


Herbert Lehman, Justice Felix 
Frankfurter and Henry Morgen- 
thau, Jr., in a secret conspiracy 
involving Zionism, Communism, 
Great Britain and other targets 
of TRIBUNE hatred. 

The Chicago chapter of the 
American Jewish Committee, the 
American Jewish Congress, the 
Anti-Defamation League of B’nai 
B’rith and the Jewish Labor Com- 
mittee immediately obtained an 
audience with J. Loy Maloney, 
managing editor, and a second 
TRIBUNE official. 

After lengthy negotiations, 
texts of letters were tentatively 
approved with an understanding 
that both letters would be print- 
ed in the TRIBUNE. Maloney, 
however, balked, asked for more 
time and finally won a victory on 
the issue when the Jewish groups 
accepted his letter of apology to 
them. 

In the letter, Maloney strongly 
denied that the TRIBUNE had 
intended any implications of anti- 
Semitism, which moved the N. Y. 
DAILY COMPASS to sharp com- 
ment. 

“Baloney,” said the COMPASS 
editorial. “The anti-Semitic arti- 
cle, rather than being retracted 
with an apology, is defended. The 
answer should be refused as en- 
tirely unsatisfactory and a public 
apology demanded.” 

Texts of the exchange of let- 
ters were released by the Na- 
tional Community Relations Ad- 
visory Council, coordinating or- 
ganization to which all the civic 
defense agencies belong. 

The letter from the Jewish ag- 
encies said that the TRIBUNE 
article “can be and has been in- 
terpreted as employing  anti- 
Semitism for political purposes.”
